by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows : —

politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  name,  by 
the  name  of  The  Rideau  Club,  and  shall  by  the 


same  name,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times 
hereafter,  be  able  and  capable  to  purchase,  ac- 
quire, hold,  possess  and  enjoy,  and  to  have,  take 
and  receive  to  them  and  their  successors,  to  and 
for  the  actual  occupation  of  the  said  Corporation, 
any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  real  and 
immovable  property  and  estate,  situate,  lying  and 
being  within  the  City  of  Ottawa,  and  the  same  to 
sell,  alienate,  and  dispose  of  whensoever  the  said 
Corporation  deems  it  proper  so  to  do;  and  the 
constitution,  rules  and  regulations  now  in  force 
touching  the  admission  and  expulsion  of  members 
and  the  management  and  conduct  generally  of 
the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Association,  in 
so  far  as  they  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  Province,  shall  be  the  constitution, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  Corporation ; 
provided  always,  that  the  said  Corporation  may, 
from  time  to  time,  alter,  repeal,  and  change  such 
constitution,  rules  and  regulations  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  constitution,  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  said  Corporation. 

2  All  property  and  effects  now  owned  by  or 
held  in  trust  for  the  said  Association  are  hereby 
vested  in  the  said  Corporation,  and  shall  be 
applied  solely  to  the  maintenance  of  the  said 
Corporation. 

3.  No  member  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
liable  for  any  of  the  debts  thereof  beyond  a  sum 
which  shall  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  original 
entrance  fee  and  the  annual  subscriptions  which 
may  remain  unpaid  by  such  member;  and  any 
member  of  the  Club,  not  being  in  arrear,  may 


retire  therefrom,  and  shall  cease  to  be  such  mem- 
ber on  giving  notice  to  that  effect  in  such  form  as 
may  be  required  by  the  By-laws  thereof,  and 
thereafter  shall  be  wholly  free  from  liability  for 
any  debt  or  engagement  of  the  Club.

TX7HEREAS  the  Rideau  Club  have  presented 
^  their  petition  praying  for  an  amendment  to 
their  Act  of  Incorporation,  and  for  power  to  issue 
debentures  to  the  amounts,  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  other  purposes; 
and,  whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer 
of  the  said  petition :  Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Sections  4.  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  of  Chapter 
98,  of  the  Statutes  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada, 
passed  in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  Her  Majesty's 
reign,  are  hereby  repealed. 

2.  (Repealed  by  59  Vic.  (Ont.)  Chap.  122.) 

3.  The  said  debentures  and  all  issues  thereof 
shall,  without  registration  or  formal  conveyance, 
be  taken  and  considered  to  be  charges  upon  the 
real  property  of  the  said  Corporation,  or  any  free- 


hold  interest  held  in  real  property  by  the  said 
Corporation,  as  hereinafter  specified ;  and  each 
holder  of  any  of  the  said  debentures  issued  under 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  mortgagee 
and  incumbrancer /rt?  rata  with  the  other  holders 
thereof  upon  any  such  interest  in  all  and  singular 
that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land  and  premises 
situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  in 
the  County  ot  Carleton,  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  Dominion  of  Canada,  being  com- 
posed of  part  of  town  lot  number  twenty-one  on 
the  south  side  of  Wellington  Street,  in  the  City  of 
Ottawa  aforesaid,  the  said  lot  numbering  east- 
ward towards  the  Kideau  Canal,  sixty-six  feet 
frontage  on  Wellington  Street,  by  sixty  feet  on 
Metcalfe  Street ;  and  also  upon  any  such  interest 
in  a  policy  or  policies  of  insurance  for  the  full 
amount  of  the  debentures  issued  under  this  sec- 
tion, to  be  effected  upon  the  buildings  on  the  said 
property. 

4.  The  interest  of  the  debentures  to  be  issued 
under  section  2  of  this  Act  shall  be  a  first  charge 
upon  the  entrance  fees  from  new  members  enter- 
ing the  Rideau  Club,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  in  each  year,  out  of  the  said 
entrarce  fees,  in  so  far  as  the  same  shall  extend, 
to  pay  the  whole  interest  falling  due  in  each  year.

6.  The  Rideau  Club  shall  also  have  power  to

Committee  of  the  Club  so  to  do,  and  in  no  case 
shall  it  be  necessary  that  the  seal  of  the  Club  be 
affixed  to  any  such  note  or  bill,  nor  shall  the 
President  or  Secretary  be  individually  responsible 
therefor;  provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to  authorize  the  Club  to  issue  notes  or 
bills  of  exchange  payable  to  bearer,  or  intended 
to  be  circulated  as  money,  or  as  notes  or  bills  of 

a  bank. 

7.  I  he  moneys  authorized  to  be  raisec'  -y 
debentures  under  the  provisions  of  section  i  of 
this  Act  shall  be  applied  exclusively  in  the  pur- 
chase, improvement  or  erection  of  a  Club  house 
and  dependencies  thereon,  or  for  the  purchase  of 
any  freehold  interest  therein,  and  in  the  payment 
of  any  mortgage  or  charge  thereon,  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  said  debentures  and  any  re- 
issues as  they  become  due  respectively  from  time 
to  time,  and  at  all  times. 

8.  Notwithstanding  anything  hereinbefore  con- 
tained, the  Rideau  Club  shall  have  power  to  rent 
any  portions  of  the  real  estate  held  by  the  said 
Corporation  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  period 
as  may  be  agreed  upon.

in  the  Book  of  Candidates,  stating  the  candidate's 
name,  place  of  residence  and  addition,  profession 
or  calling,  which  proposal  shall  be  signed  by  the 
proposer  and  seconder.     A  notice  of  such  nomi- 
nation, dated  and  signed  by  the  Secretary,  shall, 
at  least  one  week  before  the  ballot  hereinafter 
mentioned,  be  put  upon  the  notice  board  of  the 
Club,  containing  the  name,  residence  and  addition, 
profession  or  calling,  of  said  candidate,  together 
with  the  names  of  his  proposer  and  seconder,  and 
the  dav  on  which  the  ballot  is  to  take  place.

On  the  election  of  each  new  member  the 
Secretary  shall  notify  him  of  the  same  in  writing, 
and  shall  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  Rules,  and  request  him  to  pay  his 
entrance  fee  and  subscription  for  the  current 
year,  and  he  shall  not  be  considered  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Club  until  he  has  paid  such  sums, 
and  the  payment  of  the  same  shall  be  held  to  be 
an  acceptance  of  the  Constitution  and  Rules  and 
an  agreement  to  comply  therewith.  If  any  per- 
son so  elected  neglect  to  pay  such  fees  for  one 
month  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  his  election 
shall  be  considered  cancelled  unless  explanation 
for  the  neglect  is  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee ;  and  no  such  person  shall  be  again 
eligible  for  election  during  the  then  current  year. 

III.  The  entrance  f^e  for  Ordinary  members 
shall  be  $ioo,  and  t  nnual  subscription  $25, 
the  latter  to  be  payabl  n  advance  on  the  first  of 
March  in  each  year.  The  subscription  of  new 
members  elected  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
April  shall  be  a  .sum  equal  to  $2.50  per  month  or 
portion  of  a  month  until  the  first  day  of  March 
following,  not  to  exceed  in  all,  up  to  the  said  first 
day  of  March,  $25. 

IV.  Any  person  residing  beyond  one  hundred 
miles  from  Ottawa,  shall  be  eligible  for  election 
as  a  Privileged  member,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to 
pay  any  entrance  fee.  The  annual  sum  payable 
by  such  Privileged  member  shall  be  $30,  payable 
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in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each 
year,  and  upon  election  such  Privileged  mennber 
shall  pay  the  full  proportion  of  that  sum  from  the 
first  day  of  the  then  current  ([uarter  thenceforth 
to   the   end    of   the  year.      Privileged  members 
coming  to  reside  within  one  hundred  miles  of 
Of  awa,  shall  cease  to  be  Privileged  members  at 
the  end  of  the  then  current  year.     If  a  Privileged 
member  should  desire   to  become   an  Ordinary 
member,  or  withdraws  from  the  Club  and  after- 
wards desires  to  resume   membership,  he  shall  be 
subject  to  re-election  under  Article  I.     No  per- 
son shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  Club  members, 
or  be  admitted  to  the  Club  as  a  Privileged  member 
after  his  flection,  unless  and  until  the  total  num- 
ber of  such  Privileged  members  be  then  less  than 
150  in  the  aggregate      Provided  that  until  a  per- 
son, who  has  been  elected  as  a  Privileged  member, 
shall  have  been  thus  placed  on  the  list  and  ad- 
mitted to  the  Club,  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay 
any  Club  dues. 

V.  Consuls-General  of  any  foreign  country, 
members  of  the  Governor- General's  staf!,  and 
officers  in  His  Majesty's  Army  and  Navy  and  of 
the  Active  Militia,  while  on  service  or  full  pay 
(except  those  officers  permanently  stationed  at 
Ottawa),  shall  be  eligible  as  Privileged  members 
for  such  time  and  on  such  terms  as  the  Committee 
may  determine. 

VI.  Privileged  members  shall  enjoy  all  the 
rights  of  Ordinary  members,  except  those  of 
attending  and  voting  at  meetings  of  the  Club, 
being  elected  officers  or  mtimbers  of  a  committee. 
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introducing  strangers  or  visitors  under  Article  X., 
or  of  proposing  or  voting  under  Article  I.  No 
Privileged  member  shall  have  any  intere^t  what- 
soever in  the  property  of  the  Club. 

VII.  The  name  of  every  member  failing  to 
pay  his  annual  subscription  shall  be  exhibited  on 
the  notice  board  on  the  fifteenth  of  April,  if  not 
then  paid ;  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  paid  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  of  May  following,^  the 
S^'cretary  shall  report  accordingly  to  the  Com- 
mittee, who  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  erased 
from  the  list  of  members;  but  he  may  be  re- 
admitted by  the  Committee  upon  a.ssigning 
reasons  satisfactory  to  them  for  his  failure  of 
payment  and  upon  his  paying  up  all  arrears. 

VIII.  The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  notice  to 
each  member  by  the  fifteenth  of  February  that  all 
subscriptions  are  duo  on  the  first  of  March ;  and 
after  the  fifteenth  of  March  no  member  in  arrear 
for  his  annual  subscription  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club  or  at  any  ballot 
for  members. 

IX.  Any  stranger  not  a  resident  of  Ottawa 
and  not  in  the  habit  of  visiting  Ottawa  periodi- 
cally, upon  the  introduction  of  two  Ordinary 
members  and  the  sanction  of  the  Committee, 
may  be  admitted  as  a  Monthly  member,  upon 
payment  of  $5,  for  any  period  less  than  a  tnonth, 
and  at  the  same  rate  for  any  month  thereafter, 
provided  always  that  the  total  period  of  con- 
tinuous monthly  membership  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  three  months.  This  privilege  is  to  be  per- 
sonal, and  does  not  entitle  a  Monthly  member  to 
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any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Club  except  for 
himself  alone  Senators  and  Members  of  the 
Dominion  Parliament  shall  be  ineligible  as 
Monthly  members. 

X.   I .  An  Ordinary  Member  may  introduce  as 
a  visitor  for  any  period  not  exceeding  seven  days: 
(i.)  Any  gentleman  not  resident  in  Canada, 
(ii.)  Any  gentleman  resident  in  Canada  who  is 
serving  on  the  staff  of  His  Excellency 
the  Governor- General,  or  on  the  staff  of 
the   Lieutenant-Governor  of  any  Pro- 
vince of  Canada,  or  on  the  staff  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  North-West 
Territories, 
(iii.)  Any  Officer  of  His  Majesty's  Army,  Navy, 
or  Colonial  Forces,  who  is  resident  in 
Canada,  but  is  not  stationed  in  Ottawa, 
(iv.)  Any  Officer  of  the  Permanent  Force  or 
Staff   of   the    Militia   of   Canada,    not 
stationed  in  Ottawa. 
(v.)  A  Judge  of  any  of  the  Superior  Courts  of 
Law  in  Canada  who  is  not  a  resident  of 
Ottawa, 
(vi.)  Any  Ordinary  Member  of  the  Ciubs  in 
the  following  list :

until —  . 

(i.)  The  proposed  visitor's  name,  calhng,  his 
Club,  if  any,  usual  address  and  address 
in  Ottawa,  have  been  entered  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  for  that 
purpose,  and  have  been  vouched  for  by 
the  signature  therein  of  the  introducer ; 
and 
(ii.)  The  introduction  has  been  approved  of 
by  a  member  of  the  Committee,  by  his 
signature  in  the  said  book,  or  in  the  case 
of  an  introduction  under  paragraph  (vii), 
by  the  House  Committee,  or  any  two 
members  of  the  Committee. 

3.  Upon  such  approval,  the  Secretary  shall 
forthwith  give  the  visitor  written  notice  that  he  has 
been  so  introduced.

5.  The  same  person  shall  not  be  introduced  as 
a  visitor  more  than  once  in  three  months ;  and  no 
member  shall  introduce  a  visitor  so  long  as  any 
visitor  already  introduced  by  him  is  using  the  Club, 
and  is  not  otherwise  admitted  to  its  privileges.

XVII.  Anv  member  introducing  a  friend  into 
the  Club,  under  Articles  IX.,  X.  or  XV.,  shall  be 
responsible  for  his  conduct  while  in  the  Club,  and 
for  all  regular  Club  charges  and  liabilities  incurred 
by  him  whilst  enjoying  such  privileges,  the  same 
as  if  incurred  by  the  member  himself. 

XVIII.  All  entrance  fees  and  annual  subscrip- 
tior<-  shall  be  paid  either  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
or  otner  officer  appointed  by  the  Committee  to 
receive  the  same.

XIX.  Politics  and  religious  questions  of  every 
kind  shall  be  absolutely  excluded  from  open  dis- 
cussion in  the  Club. 

ExpuiMon  of  XX.  If  the  conduct  of  any  member,  either  in 
or  out  of  the  Club,  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee,  or  of  any  member  of  the  Club,  who 
shall  certify  the  same  to  them  in  writing,  be  in- 
jurious to  the  character  and  interests  of  the  Club ; 
or  if  any  member  shall  wilfully  infringe  the  Con- 
stitution or  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Club,  or  if  any 
member  shall  be  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  a 
gentleman,  the  Committee  may  recommend  such 
member  to  resign,  and  if  such  member  shall  not 
resign  he  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  from  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Club,  on  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of

therein,  or  in  or  to  its  property  or  funds,  and  all  his 
interest  in  the  property  of  the  Club  shall  become 
vested  in  the  Club.     Any  member  who  shall  be 
expelled  shall  forever  thereafter  be  ineligible  to  be 
re-admitted  as  a  member  of  the  Club. 

XXII.  All  the  affairs  of  the  Club  shall  be  man-  Committee. 
aged  by  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  a  President  and 

six  members,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting,  of  whom  the  President  and  the 
three  senior  members  shall  retire  annually,  but  such 
retiring  officers  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 
The  Secretary  shall,  three  weeks  before  the  elec- 
tion, post  up  and  keep  posted  on  the  notice  board 
the  names  of  the  retiring  officers.  After  such  notice 
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is  po-sted  up  any  member  of  the  Club  may  nomi- 
nate  one  or  more  members  to  fill  the  presidency 
and  the  vacancies  on  the  Committee,  by  sending 
his  nomination  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  at  any 
time,  not  later  than  four  days  before  the  Annual 
General  Meeting,  and  the  Secretary  shall  from  day 
to  day,  as  received,  post  up  on  the  notice  board 
the  names  of  the  respective  nominations.  At  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  every  member  present 
shall  be  provided  with  a  list  of  the  nominations, 
and  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot.  In  case  no  nom- 
inations, or  not  a  sufficient  number  have  been 
posted,  the  meeting  shall  fill  the '  vacancies  by 
election,  and  must  include  the  names  posted,  if 
any. 

XXIII.  If  the  President  or  any  member  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Committee  shall  resign,  or  should  a 
death  vacancy  occur,  the  Committee  shall  choose 
a  qualified  member  to  act  in  his  stead  until  the 
Annual  Meeting  next  ensuing,  when  the  member 
so  elected  shall  retire,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election.

duly  audited,  which  report  together  with  a  notice

the  Annual  Meeting.  Any  business  which  re- 
quires the  assent  of  the  members  of  the  Club  may 
be  transacted  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 
An  Auditor  for  the  year  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting. 

XXVIII.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  at 
all  times  to  convene  a  Special  General  Meeting  of 
the  Club,  and  on  a  requisition  signed  by  not  less 
than  ten  Ordinary  members,  the  Committee  shall 
call  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Club,  but 
in  either  case  there  must  be  at  least  one  week's 
notice  of  the  meeting  po.sted  on  the  notice  board 
of  the  Club  and  mailed  to  each  Ordinary  member, 
which  notice  shall  state  the  object  of  the  meeting; 
and  no  subject  shall  be  discussed  beyond  that 
specified  in  the  notice,  unless  said  Special  General 
Meeting  be  at  the  same  time  as  the  Annual 
General  Meeting. 

XXIX.  A  quorum  of  fifteen  qualified  mem- 
bers shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  any  meeting 
of  the  Club.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair 
at  all  Club  meetings,  and  in  his  absence  the 
members  present  at  such  meetings  shall  elect  a 
Chairman. 

XXX.  At  meetings  of  the  Club  the  order  of 
business,  so  far  as  the  nature  of  the  meeting  may 
admit,  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  the  Committee. 

3.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

4.  General  business. 

5.  Election  of  office-bearers. 
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But  thig  order  of  business  may  be  changed  by 
a  majority  of  the  meeting. 

XXXI.  The  Secretary  shall  furnish  for  all 
meetings  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  members 
qualified  and  entitled  to  vote. 

INTERNAL   ECONOMY. 

XXXII.  The  Club  house  shall  be  open  every 
day  for  the  reception  of  members  at  7  30  o'clock 
a.m.,  and  shall  be  closed  and  lights  extinguished 
at  I  a.m.,  except  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  when 
the  hoiu-  of  closing  shall  be  midnight,  and  no 
member  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Club  after 
these  hours  on  any  pretence  whatever,  unless 
specially  authorized  by  the  Committee. 

XXXIII.  No  member  shall  take  away  from 
the  Club,  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever,  any 
newspaper,  pamphlet,  book,  map,  or  other  article, 
the  property  of  the  Club,  unless  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Committee. 

XXXIV.  No  servant  of  the  Club  shall  be  sent 
out  of  the  house  upon  any  errand,  on  any  pretence 
whatever,  except  by  the  sanction  and  order  of  the 
Secretary  or  Steward,  nor  shall  any  member  give 
any  money  or  gratuity  to  any  of  the  servants  upon 
any  pretence  whatever.

The  following  regulations  shall  be  in  force  in 
this  room  : 

I  St.  The  game  of  Pool  shall  have  choice  of 
tables,  and  take  precedence  over  Billiards  and 
lyramids,  and  may  be  played  in  consecutive 
games. 

2nd.  For  Billiards  and  Pyramids  the  tables 
c;m  only  be  engaged  for  one  game,  and  no  game 
of  Billiards  shall  exceed  one  hundred  points. 
Precedence  in  playing  and  choice  of  tables  will 
be  given  according  to  entry  of  names  on  the 
marker's  slate. 

The  charges  shall  be  as  follows  :

BMards— Thirty  cents  an  hour;  no  charce 
less  than  fifteen  cents. 

Other  games,  by  the  houn  thirty  cents. 

The  marker  is  instructed  at  the  conclusion  of 
each  game  to  present  to  the  loser  a  check  for  the 
amount  of  his  game,  which  must  be  deposited  by 
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the  player  in  the  box  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the 
Bilhard  Room.  Should  the  player  pay  cash,  he 
shall  deposit  the  ticket  in  the  box,  giving  the 
marker  the  amount  due  for  the  same.  All  credit 
tickets  to  be  signed  by  the  member  previous  to 
depositing  same  in  box. 

Members  cutting  or  damaging  the  cloth  will 
be  charged  in  proportion  to  the  damage  done.

CARDS.

The  servants'  entrance  will  be  under  lock,  and 
the  key  thereof  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Steward, 
and  servants  must  not  enter  or  go  out  of  the  Club 
except  by  this  entrance.

No  boxes  articles  of  luggage  belonging  to 
members  shall  be  admitted  into  the  hall. 

Hats,  coats,  umbrellas,  sticks,  etc.,  must  not 
be  left  about  the  Club,  but  must  be  placed  in  the 
rooms  provided  for  the  purpose. 

Breakfast  shall  be  served  from  8  until  n 
o'clock  a  m.,  luncheon  from  i  until  3  p.m.,  dinner 
from  6.30  until  8.30  p.m.,  cold  supper  to  1 1  o'clock 
p.m.,  and  liquors,  tea,  and  coffee  to  the  hour  of 
closing,  if  duly  ordered. 

No  member  shall  introduce  any  guest  (not 
being  a  member  of  the  Club),  to  breakfast, 
luncheon,  or  dinner,  in  the  diring  room  of  the 
Club,  unless  the  head  waiter  has  been  notified 
beforehand  of  such  intention,  and  shall  thereafter 
mtimate  to  said  member  that  his  guest  can  be 
conveniently  served. 

Gentlemen  bringing  guests  other  than  mem- 
bers to  luncheon  or  dinner,  are  required  before 
entering  the  dining  room  to  write  their  guests' 
name.s,  with  their  own,  in  a  book  which  is  kept 
for  the  purpose  by  the  Hall  Porter.  Members 
desirous  of  inviting  more  than  three  guests  to 
luncheon  or  dinner  on  any  day,  must  give  the 
Steward  or  head  waiter  three  hours  previous  inti- 
mation thereof. 

Crockery,  glassware,  furniture,  or  other  articles, 
the  property  of  the  Club,  broken  or  in  any  way 
injured  by  a  member,  must  be  paid  for  by  him. 

No  pamphlet,  advertisement,  or  notice  of  any 
kind  shall  be  allowed  to  be  laid  on  the  table  or

put  up  in  the  Club  by  a  member;  but  any  pam- 
phlet, etc.,  which  any  member  may  wish  to  make 
known  to  the  Club,  should  be  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary to  be  laid  before  the  Committee  for  their 
approval  or  otherwise. 

No  member  shall  enter  the  Bar-room  on  any 
pretext,  except  members  of  the  Committee. 

No  eatables,  except  sandwiches  or  biscuits, 
shall  be  served  in  any  room  but  the  Dining  Room, 
and  no  member  shall  bring  his  own  wine  for 
use  in  the  Club. 

A  list  of  all  newspapers,  magazines,  periodi- 
cals, and  pamphlets,  taken  by  the  Club,  shall  be 
posted  in  the  Reading  Room. 

No  general  subscription  for  any  purpose  shall 
be  solicited  by  members  in  the  Club,  unless  by 
special  permission  from  the  Committee. 

No  wines  or  liquors  are  to  be  served  in  the 
Stranger's  Room. 

Privileged  members,  on  being  re-elected  as 
Ordinary  members,  shall  date  from  the  time  of 
their  first  election,  provided  their  membership  has 
been  continuous. 
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
